Government contracted in 
Hankow and Canton, consisting of 
treasury noles and Central Bank 
obligations, shall be consolidated 
into a single loan to be met by 
the 2% per cent, surtax, Bae 

All secured loans, Upon which 
interest and principal have been 
paid up to the present, shall..be 
continued as heretofore. 


All inadequately. secured loans 


ahall be dealt with by the follow- 


ing procedure: ‘The Government 
shall appoint a special commission 
to investigate the agreements with 
regard ‘to such loans, to obtain 
uceurate information with regard 
to prinejpal and interest charges. 
These Joans shall then be conso- 
Jidated into a singlé issue secured 
on the additional tariff revenue. 
This implies an increase’ in the 
tariff rate. 

All provincial Joans. shall be 
consolidated into a single issue by 
each province, which shall be 
instructed by the Central Govern- 
ment to provide adequate security 
for the amortization of the. loan.
